Time to “bin” the LHIN 


Dear Editor, 

How many more unneces¬ 
sary deaths will have to 
occur before the Minister 
admits its time to bin the 
Local Health Integration 
Network (LHIN)? The 
Ombudsman’s independent 
investigation of the LHIN 
shows that the eminent 
appointees to the LHIN 
Board relegated the commu¬ 
nity to a mere side show. 
The Hospital Improvement 
Plan was based on the opin¬ 
ions of outside consultants 
as opposed to the needs and 
concerns of the communi¬ 
ties. By withdrawing servic¬ 
es from local communities 
the HIP has reduced the 
affordability, availability and 
acceptability of services, the 
three elements that deter¬ 
mine access to health care. 
The arrogance of the LHIN in 
ignoring the communities in 


the development of the plan 
is only matched by their dis¬ 
missal of the Ombudsman’s 
report. Where is the point of 
the Government funding the 
independent office of the 
ombudsman if public agen¬ 
cies can simply dismiss and 
ignore the ombudsman’s 
findings? 

The LHIN model was 
based on the principle of evi¬ 
dence-based decision mak¬ 
ing: decisions that reflected 
the evidence of the needs 
and preferences of commu¬ 
nities informed by the scien¬ 
tific information about how 
best to meet those needs. 
Sadly the Hospital 
Improvement Plan incorpo¬ 
rated neither of these ele¬ 
ments. A case of eminent- 
based decision making 
replacing evidence-based 
decisionmaking. In practice 
the LHINs have led to a mas¬ 
sive increase in administra¬ 


tive costs. The number of 
LHIN staff far exceed the 
numbers of staff employed 
by their predecessor agen¬ 
cies (District Health 
Councils and Regional 
Offices). Staff of these for¬ 
mer agencies have been 
employed by LHINs at far 
greater salaries (same skills 
but higher wages). Finally 
Board members of the 
District Health Councils 
were unpaid volunteers at no 
expense to the taxpayer but 
the total pay and expenses of 
LHIN board members would 
be more than enough to 
keep local services in place 
in many communities. A 
wonderful example of get¬ 
ting less by paying more.

In particular I believe that it 
is long over-due that the 
Provincial Government pro¬ 
vides greater transparency 
and less interference in local 


When it comes to trans¬ 
parency, I have long believed 
that nothing improves the 
accountability and effective¬ 
ness of governments quite 
like improving people’s right 
to know what their govern¬ 
ments are doing.

We already knew that the 
LHIN does not spend a 
minute treating patients, per¬ 
form a single surgery, or a run 
a single MRI. But for the 
LHIN to also engage in 'ille¬ 
gal' behavior in order to hide 
from the public is utterly 
indefensible. 

Given that local health care 
services are already stretched 
to the limit, there are no more 
excuses for continuing to 
waste health care dollars on 
the LHINs. That’s why I have 
long committed that, as 
Premier I would scrap the 
LHINs and reinvest this 
money into frontline patient 

A second area where you 
can expect to see a change 
from us through less interfer¬ 


ence in local affairs. 

Today, we see a troubling 
trend where the priorities of 
unelected and unaccountable 
bureaucrats, managers and 
administrators are trumping 
elected local governments. 

For instance, the McGuinty 
Government’s Green Energy 
Act actually strips away plan¬ 
ning authority from elected 
municipal governments - and 
bestows it on faceless bureau¬ 
crats at the Ontario Power 
Authority..

But only where it 
is welcomed and wanted and 
at prices ratepayers can 

That is why I have also com¬ 
mitted to restoring decision 
making powers to local gov¬ 
ernments and - through them 
- to local families. Local fam¬ 
ilies should have a say on 
what gets built in their neigh¬ 
bourhoods and hometowns. 

In the end I believe the 
secret to good government 
comes from respecting others, 
keeping your word, sticking to 
a budget, and staying true to 
your principles - this is true 
for families, businesses, and 
for all levels of government.

“It was just like it was 
when we first formed the 
band when we were 15 - the 
same magic as 20 years ago,” 
he said. "It was unbeliev- 

Tim, of course, performs 
as US lead singer Bono 
onstage, while Sobota per¬ 
forms as Larry Mullen Jr., 
Dellavalle as “the Edge” and 
Faragher as Adam Clayton. 

Desire’s first concert was 
in Hamilton in 2008 at the 
Ukrainian Hall. It was a five- 
band showcase organized 
by Lou Furlanetto and 
marked the culmination of 
two years of practice includ¬ 
ing the band’s long search to 
find the right singer. 

Since then, Desire has 
performed in front of thou¬ 
sands of people in places 
such as Halifax, Moncton, 
Fredericton, St. John - as 
well as Hamilton Place clos¬ 
er to home. 

“To do those kind of gigs - 
they’re big gigs,” said 


Sobota. “We’re kind of living 
our dream.”
